AN ARKANSAS SNAKE FARM. 


A Crewftome Plae* Where Rattler* Ar» 


Balled for Market. 


J. E. r'hilds has a monopoly of snake 


cultivation aud the production of rattle- 
snake oil in Arkansas, in which state is lo- 
cated what is known through that coun- 
try J& the Childs snake farm. This pecu- 
liar and uneuvied enterprise is situated in 
the suburbs of this little village in the 
northeastern part of the state, where 
snakes, especially rattlers, are found in 
abundance. 


The manner in which the rattlesnakes 


are caught and handled is enough to make 
cold chills run over persons who are timid. 
Twenty-five cents to one dollar per pound 
for rattlesnakes, however, makes it an in- 
ducement for the natives who live near a 
good market to hunt aud catch rattlers for 
a livelihood, and here is how they do^t: 


Two men in search for profit in the 


snake industry go together. One of them 
carries a long forked pole, or cane, and 
when a snake is found this pole is used to 
hold the reptile to the ground, which is 
done by pressing the pole down upon the 
snare just back of the head. The other 
snake hunter carries a strong cord, which 
is looped over the head of the poisonous 
prey and is tjien used for carrying fhe_rep- 


tne" to inafkeG, which, 1ip\vever, Is uol 
without injury to the snake. Other bunt 
ers use the polo in the way described, bu 
instead of bringing their captives tc 
market by means of the string they use a 
box which has a sliding lid, and which can 
bo operated with ease and out (if reach o 
the cooped up rattler. 


When the Biiake catchers arrive at the 


residence of Mr. Childs the latter, iu a care 
less like manner takes the matter in hand 
and if a box of rattlers, for instance, is 
brought to him, he removes the lid of th 
box aud takes the snake (wild from tb 
woods) out just as one would reach in for 
and take hold of a rabbit. The rattler, as 
soon as the top of this cage has been taken 
olT, sets up a continuous rattle and hisses 
fearfully. 
Mr. Childs, however, pays no 


attention to this little racket, but simply 
takes the snake to hlsfanu, weighs it, pays 
the catcher and is then ready for a rcpeti 
tion of the act. A good big rattlesnake wili 
weigh from six to ten pounds, and if fat 
will be worth nearly or quite as many dol 
lars. 


The size of the snake farm is about hall 


an acre, with a tightly closed pen iu its 
center, which is the abiding place of the 
snakes. Here thu ugly reptiles are kepi 
and fattened, and when they are ready to 
bo put under process for the production oj 
oil the reptiles' heads are neatly chopped 
off and by means of a string are tied, heae 
upward, to the side of the pen where the 
sun is brightest. The heat of the sun, it is 
said, causes the oil of the snakes to drip 
out and it is caught in a receptacle and laid 
aside to be subsequently sold at from $1.50 
to t-2 mi ounce or from 480 to $32 a pint. 


Mr. Childs is said to be the only genuine 


producer of rattlesnake oil in this country. 
When quito young he herded in Dakota, 
and here it was that he formed the friend- 
ship of rattlesnakes—a friendship which, 
he states, has grown until now he will 
pick up a rattler wild from his den with 
as little fright as he gathers the innocent 
rabbits and toads which he constantly feeds 
to his captives.—Harrisburg (Ark.) Letter.

published, only recently, excited the ad- 
miration of critics and public alike. It 
called forth columns of newspaper praise— 
i n one case, a newspaper devoted one entire 
page to its review—and there was not a 
dissenting voice as to the accuracy, literary 
style and strength of the book. It dealt 
with a great subject and agreat epoch, and 
the author is regarded as a great author. 
That man received exactly $682 as the re- 
vi-nue of his three years' work, and the 
work lias stopped selling. 
A London 


edition of sou copies was sold—a largo sale, 
in sheets, ot an American work ol biogra- 
phy. 
The foremost Eriglish journals gave 


it pages of review. It sold, in England, 
exactly 71 copies.—Edward W. Bok in 
Ladies' Home Journal.

A person with a 
torpid liver is always lean, for he is un- 
able to digest the fat making elements of 
the food. One with hard, plump tissues 
cannot possibly have a torpid liver, for a 
pretty good liver is absolutely necessary to 
the deposit of a large amount of adipose 
tissue. 


Another consequence of torpidity of the 


liver is that the food is not well absorbed 
after it is digested. Such persons may eat 
enough to be fat, but their food does them 
no good beyond maintaining existence.— 
Hall's Journal of Health,

THE ART OF MAKING FIGURES FOR 


CIGAR STORE SIGNS. 


How Tast« In the Hatter of Images Ha* 


Cliiuis;«<l—Xh« liulittn Displaced lir More 
Civilized Carlcalurrs—The Labor and 
Cost, of (lie fttatues of Wood. 


Tht tobacconists' figures have undergone 


many changes since tbey first came into 
use. They have attained a very respectable 
degree of excellence in certain directions, 
and considerable inventiveness and great 
variel y of design have been shown IB their 
production. Most of these figures are made 
of wood. Some, however, are of metal, 
cast In molds. These' of course, are much 
more expensive, and the designs are limit 
qd in number. 


The wooden figures being more within 


the re ich of most dealers naturally offer a 
great* r variety in design. The wood used 
Is generally white pine, which is bought in 
logs of various lengths at the fcpar yani«. 
•I'he artist begins by making the roughest 
kind of an outline—a mere suggestion of 
what i he proportions of the figure are to 
be. In this he is guided by paper patterns. 
The log is blocked out with the ax Into 
appropriate spaces for the head, the body 
down to the waist, the portion from there 
to the knee, the rest of the legs (which are 
at one.! divided) and the feet. In its pres- 
ent embryo state the figure to lie Is not 
very apparent to the eye. Tlie feeling for 
form in the chopped block is soveryele- 
nipritnry as to have complete suggestive- 
nt'Bs only for the practiced artist. 


HOW TUK INDIAN IS MADE. 


A hole i» now bored into each end of tho 


prepatcd log about live inches deep. Into 
each of these holes an iron bolt is placed, 
the pi ejecting parts of which rests on sup- 
ports, so that the body hungs free. The 
carver now goes from tbe general to the 
particular. The surface of the wood soon 
becomes chipped up by the chisel, and the 
log gi ncrally takes on more definite form. 
Then, when the 
figure is completely 


evolved, the finisliing touches are put on 
with finer carving tools. 


Detached hands and arms are made sep- 


arately and joined on to the body by 
screw*. Then the various portions of the 
figure are appropriately painted, the whole 
is set upon a stand running on wheels, and 
it is j-eudy for delivery. Old figures that 
have become scratched and broken, that 
have split and cracked with the grain, or 
arc dingy and dirty and need to be fresh- 
ened up with new coats of paint, are also 
brought to the shop and doctored and 
patch* d up into a respectable semblance 
of .newness. 


Timo changes, and so does the popular 


taste. At first the red man ruled the mar- 
ket almost completely.

Then came grave Turks, gor- 
geous sultanas and columbjnes with alarm- 
ingly short skirts. Punch, with rubicund 
nose aud protuberant chin, was a favorite 
figure. Thera was also the conventional 
plaiitation "nigger," with stripsi panta- 
loons imd a great expanse of sfcwt eollar. 
Fow of these old figures are seen uowadnj's. 


OlilOINAL DESIGNS. 


Meanwhile the spirit of real istic art en- 


/Bred more and more into the work of the 
slgu sculptors. Tho wooden Indians grew 
better, quite artistic in some instances. 
Even the half nude was attempted with 
success. In the latter respect the best work 
has undoubtedly been exemplified in the 
metal figures of Indians and Pucks. The 
"artists," advancing in technique, grew 
ambitious; more variety became the watch- 
word. The dude, who had occupied the 
pen of the writer and the pencil of the 
artist, was now perpetuated in wood. Efli- 
;ies of baseball players gave sign of a pub- 
ic spirited nature,and there hasb«enquite 
an eruption of Pucks, good, bad and exe- 
crable. "Vaultiu* ambition" strove even 
to portraiture. 


The price ot these /Inures varies greatl}-. 


You can get a small Indian for $10, or you 
can indulge your artistic taste up to the 
line of *1S5. Metal figures run as high as 
lij. Most figures that are ordered are 
imply copied from existing ones, the same 
lesign Iteing often repeated. Such work is 


(erUlulng.

TOLD BY HIS SERVANT. 


Eton and Flogging. 


Beyond the head master's desk in the 


npper school is a smaller room, still called 
the library, although no longer stored 
with books. Here, in extreme cases, flog- 
ging is administered by the head master, 
none of the assistants being empowered to 
inflict corporal punishment. The victim, 
kneeling on a wooden step, called the 
"block," is "held down" by two junior 
collegers, and a senior colleger hands to 
the head master tne necessary birch or 
birches. A former block was destroyed 
during a rebellion in 1788, and fragments 
of it were distributed as trophies among 
the boys concerned. Itn successor was 
cleverly carried away by the late Ijord 
Waterford and two other old Etonians in 
1H36, and it is now preserved at Curragh- 
more as a historical relic. 


Flogging was for many generations the 


normal punishment for almost all offenses, 
great or small, for serious breaches of dis- 
cipline and for mistakes in Latin constru- 
ing. Many amusing stories—some of them 
Kue, more of them apocryphal—are told of 


r. Keate and the vigorous manner in 


which he wielded the birch, and it is re- 
membered that he suppressed an attempted 
rebellion by successively flogging more 
than eighty boys in the middle of a sum- 
mer night in 1832. Since his time there 
has been a gradual decrease in the number 
of floggings administered by subsequent 
head masters, and Dr. Warre seldom re- 
sorts to this form of punishment.—English 
Illustrated Magazine.

Little Known Peculiarities of the Great 


General — Talet 
Constant 
Wa« with 


France's Idol for Fifteen Years—Why 
He Did Not Accompany Him to Elba. 


Napoleon had a Belgian valet who for 


fifteen years was in constant attendance 
upon him, and who admired him to thev 
end of the chapter. This man wrote, or 
professed to write, memoirs of his master, 
six octavo volumes of about 300 pages each, 
which appeared in 1830. The work^ has 
sunk into oblivion. While not lifting a 
finger to dress himself, Napoleon dispensed 
with assistance in undressing, but he flung 
his garments all over the room—his watch 
sometimes missing the table or bed at 
which it was aimed and falling broken on 
the floor. 


As to dress, he despised dandies, never 


wore rings and abominated scents, except 
eau de Cologne, with which he was often 
rubbed and which was his specific for 
bruises. When coat tails became shorter 
he stuck to the old fashion until Constant 
got the tailor to shorten them by impercep- 
tible gradations. He disliked tightly fitting 
clothes, found a new hat uncomfortable— 
though lined with silk and wadding—and 
stuck to an old hat as long as possible. He 
put on every morning a clean white waist- 
coat, with knee breeches to match—he never 
wore trousers; but as he habitually wiped 
his pen on his breeches, after three or four 
washings they were done with. 


NAPOLEON'S PLAYFULNESS. 


Constant denies, however, the common 


story of his keeping snuff loose in his 
waistcoat pocket; he always used a snuff- 
box, 
and though he frequently took a 


pinch, he simply held it to his nose and 
then dropped all or nearly all on the floor. 
His snuff injured the carpet, not his waist- 
coat. 


A pinch of snuff was not the sole kind of 


pinch in which Napoleon indulged. He 
was addicted to playfully pinching peo- 
ple's ears, not merely the lobe as commonly 
stated, but the whole ear, and sometimes 
both ears at once. The better the humor 
he was in the harder the grip. He also 
administered friendly slaps on the cheek, 
hard enough sometimes to cause the effect 
of a blush. As to demonstrations of anger, 
Constant never but once saw him strike. 


An uudergroom had put on the wrong 


saddle, and Napoleon had no sooner mount- 
ed than the horse reared and threw him. 
The head groom coming up at the moment, 
the emperor give him a lash in the face 
with his whip, but presently being told 
that the poor man deeply felt t-he humilia- 
tion, he sent for and soothed him, present- 
ing him a few days afterward with 3,000 
francs. He was not a graceful equestrian, 
and every horse he rode hud to undergo a 
special training, that it might not resent 
iflsnes on ,,i,« i,c^,, ,u,a earo, fi,]eetinK ia 
the saddle, or being pulled up sharp while 
at full gallop.

"Fire! The house is on fire!" When that 


cry IB heard in a building panic seizes upon 
the inmates and indescribable confusion 
"ensues. Somuone rims to a fire IKIX anil 
send** in AU alarm, which sounds iu every 
engine house in this city. 


The response on the part of the firemen 


and their hones la immediate. There Is 
haste without blundering, there is no in- 
terference of one man with another. Eager- 
ness to be off and resolution to work are 
depicted on each man's face. In ten sec- 
onds the drivers are on their seats, lines in 
hand, waiting the order to go. It is given, 
and away they dash, the horses needing no 
urging, the men clinging with one hand to 
a rail of the cart, wriggling into their rub- 
ber coats. Not many minutes later they 
are on the ground, the hose is attached to 
the hydrant, ladders ara run up and the 
battle with the fire begins. 


The inmates of the burning building, 


who a few minutes before were panic 
stricken, regain confidence. Our firemen, 
who, 
without hesitation, plunge into a 


burning building, are men who at one 
time in life were as liable as any one to 
"fire panic," which influences men to do 
very foolish and cowardly things. That 
they are not BO now is due to the training 
they receive ami the trials to which they 
are subjected. Let us follow the course 
which an applicant for appointment to the 
fire department in this city must undergo 
before he can wear the badge, which is the 
emblem of "courage and fidelity." 


THIAL OF QUALIFICATION. 


After being recommended by the fire 


cotumissioners for appointment the appli- 
cant is examined as to his physical quali- 
fnations. If they are up to the standard 
he is turned over to the civil service com- 
missioners for examination as to his 
knowledge of the common school branches. 
If he passes he is sent to headquarters, 
wviere he enters the school of instruction 
of the life saving corps, of which the drill 
master is Mr. Henry W. McAdams. He 
has had charge of the school since its organ- 
ization in 1882. No one can go behind his 
returns; there is not political pull enough 
In the city to secure the appointment of a 
man whom he rejects. It is in this school, 
and during the thirty days he is in train- 
ing, that the applicant proves his fitness 
or unfltness to be enrolled in the service.

"Whoa, There! Old Benzine." 


A firm in Munich is making carriages to 


be propelled by gas generated from ben- 
Eine. Several of the new vehicles are in 
successful operation, and the company is 
securing patents in all the big nations of 
the world. On the country road they go 
at a rate of ten miles an hour, but In the 
crowded streets they move about as slowly 
as a horse car. The motor is placed in the 
rear over the main axle, and the benzine is 
carried in a receptacle under the seat. It 
holds enough for a trip of eighty miles. 
The gas mixture is Ignited in a cylinder 
by an electric spark. 
The motor is 


started by simply turning a lever. A link 
chain belted to a wheel on the rear axle 
applies the power. In its make up the 
carriage is something like a tricycle, hav- 
ing only three wheels, and is guided pre- 
cisely the same way,—New York Journal.

He was 
blamed for it, but his version is this: H 
had agreed to go, and Napoleon gave him 
100,000 francs, bidding him to bury th 
money in his small farm near Fontaine 
bleau, that it might serve for his family 
A few days afterward (Jen. Bertrand tolc 
him the emperor had found his account 
100,000 francs short. Constant explained 
what had passed, but Bertrand came bacl 
with a message that the emperor had no 
recollection of giving him a present. Con 
slant thereupon went and dug up the 
money, finding it after some difficulty anc 
in terror lest it should have been stolen 
Bertrand took the money, but Constan 
was so chagrined at the emperor having 
allowed Bertrand to tliink he had embez 
zled the sum that lie sent word to tlie em 
peror that he should not accompany him. 


Napoleon sent a message, wishing him 


to go, and offering him 300,000 francs, but 
Constant was obstinate, though no sooner 
had his master started than he repente< 
staying behind. Constant added that thi 
emperor was not offended, for on returning 
from Elba, looking over the pension lisl 
and seeing Constant's name, he said he hat 
done well to remain in France, and he or 
dered his pension to be increased. Con- 
stant was not summoned to Paris during 
the Hundred Days, and never saw Napoleor 
again. 


Whether we accept this version or not 


,t is a pitiful ending to fifteen years' con- 
stant intercourse. It seems quite possible 
that Napoleon, in the tumult of reflection 
on his fall, had forgotten the gift made to 
»n old servant, whose comparative poverty 
tends to confirm his asseverations that h« 
never accepted bribes. Constant died in 
Obscurity in 1845.—Temple Bar. 


An Old FaHhioned Bridge. 


A project is on foot for spanning the 


Danube canal, in Vienna, with a bridge 
lined with shops, after the model of the 
famous Ponte Rialto at Venice and the 
Arno bridge at Florence. The structure is 
to be exclusively of iron. It will be 6* 
meters long and 48 wide—one «f the broad- 
est in the world. The carriage way will be 
18 meters wide and the interior footpath 
on either side 8. The inner railings will be 
flanked by footpaths 4 meters in width. 
There will be sixty-eight shops on the new 
bridge, which will be built on the site of 
the Ferdinand's Brucke, the only wooden 
crossway that now traverses the canal.— 
London Telegraph. 


Inefficiency of Sand Filters. 


Drs. Frankel and Piefke, of Berlin, have 


recently made an exhaustive study on the 
filtration of drinking water through sand. 
Their experiments conclusively prove, that 
the danger of infection from impure water 
is only slightly reduced by filtration 
through sand, bacteria passing through 
at all times, but in larger numbers just 
after the filter has been cleaned, aqd again 
after it has been iu use for some time.—

The purpose of the riders in a stampede 


is, by lying well up and forward on one or 
the other side of tho herd, to turn or stop 
tho cattle. This, even if successful, is 
slow, and is bound to involve a ten mile 
run at least. By that time one cause or 
another has more or less split the herd 
into bunches and many of the cattle are 
lost. Tho next few days and sometimes 
weeks are devoted to scouring the coun- 
try and rounding up Hie herd again. Here 
is where the recreant native who caused 
the whole trouble gets in his dusky work. 
He presents himself at your camp and 
pleasantly proffers his services to help col- 
lect the renegades at a dollar a head. As 
you are almost sure he has hidden a bunch 
of a hundred or so up some canyon where 
no white man can find them, you subdue 
your six shooter, which leaps and throbs 
in Us scabbard to kill him off, and hire 
him.

The Reckless Daring of the Cowboys with 


a Ilig Contract on Hand. 


The marketing of its beef is the sole 


•ource from which flows revenue to a ranch, 
and the collection and gathering thereof- 
electing beeves is the most scientific part 
if ranch work—engages Septembef, Octo- 
>er, November and part of December of 
each year. The beef herds, aggregating 
4,000 to 5,000 head of cattle each, in charge 
)f an outfit of about ten men, including 
he "boss" and cook, betake themselves to 
a convenient shipping point, sometimes 208 
to 300 miles distant. This excursion is 
low, and by virtue of the strength and 
pirit of the cattle, as well as the stormy 
eason of the year, not nnfraught with 
anger.

City and Brooklyn are to New Tork, Camde 
is to Philadelphia—with some minor differ 
ences, of course. The islands have been an 
noying obstructions, and efforts to get rid o 
them have been made for a long time. Fin 
ally, the aid of the National Government wa 
sought, and (he engineers have been at worl 
for some time past. Philaddphia and Cam 
den are prepared to do a good d?al, and Con 
grens bus made provision on a liberal scale 
and the prospects are that the navigation o: 
the Delawaro will be cleared before long. 


It has been suggested frequently that o 


bridge across the river connecting the two 
cities would be much moie valuable than tli 
removal of the islands, and il is hoped that 
tins improvement in communication will hie 
made m time. Camden has a great feature, 
which it has scarcely begun to realize an yet, 
although ils recent prosperity has been some- 
thing to be prouu of. Local improvements 
have been somewhat slow until within fives 
years, but the growth of the city since then 
has been both generous and solid in charac- 
ter. The absence of frame buildings has 
been a gratifying feature, due to the main- 
tenance of fire limits. The Camden govern- 
ment has been good, as a rule, and it has, at 
lenst, succeeded in escaping the debt burden 
which crushed other Jersey towns during 
the inflation period.—N. Y. Tribune.

MURDI:RED AT MORRISVILLE. 


James Hall, a retired cattle dealer, who 


lives in a pretty cottage on the banks of the 
Delaware, at Morrisville, was arrested on 
Tuesday night on the charge of murdering 
hi? next-door neighbor, Frederick Schroeder. 
The murder was committed that evening and 
was the culmination of ill-feeling that exist- 
ed between the two men for some time. 


Hal\ was silting in his garden when Schroe- 


der came to the fence and began to abuse 
him because of the position of a portion of 
the fence. 
Hot words were exchanged and 


Hall then threatened his quarrelsome neigh- 
bor with personal violence. Schroeder then 
withdrew, but returned shortly after and re- 
newed the quarrel, when Hall accused him 
of having poisoned a valuable dog.

Tanned Shroeder's anger and he attempted 
to climb the fence in order to get at Hall. 


The latter, believing that his life was in 


danger, picked up a garden hoe and struck 
Schroeder on the head. The man fell to the 
ground and died in a few minutes.

skull was found to be fractured. 


Hall himself notified the authorities and 


was taken before 'Squire Burleau, who com- 
mitted him to Doylestown Jail to await the 
action of the Coroner's jury. Schroder was 
a junk dealer, and is said to have been of a 
quarrelsome nature.

and leaves a wife and two married daughters. 


Hall is 70 yean old and is a former resi- 


dent of Philadelphia. He lives at No. 1116 
North Second street, where his married 
daughter, Mrs. E. H. Belle, now carries on 
the dry goods business.

haa always been very popular. 


—The year 1890, little more than half 


gone, bids fair to show up a terrible record 
of disaster from tornadoes and storms in the 
Northwest and North. It must be remem- 
bered that tbe recent disaatrous floods in the 
lower Mississippi Valley were the direct re- 
sult of excOTsive rainfalls in the valleys of 
the Ohio and Tennessee Rivers. The death 
score from such sources for the year thus 
far has been figured up by the Chicago Tri- 
bune as follows: Jan. 13, 11 lives were 
lost by a cyclone in Kentucky ; Feb. 22, 65 
by the flood at Prescott, Ari.; March 27, 
440 by the Louisville cyclone ; April 6, 12 
by floods in the South ; April 22, 15 by a 
cyclone in Nebraska: June 13, 12 by a 
cloudburst in Kentucky ; June 20, 12 by a 
cyclone in northern Illinois; and lo these 
now must be added probably 200 more vic- 
tims by the Minnesota cyclone. The total 
list of deaths by cyclone, lightning and 
windstorms alone since January 1 will figure 
up over 1100, u compared with only 163 
deaths by tho game causes all last year.

WEAKNESS OF PATTISON'S CANDIDACY 


It may be taken for granted that the vo- 


ters of Pennsylvania do not desire a repeti- 
tion of the Pattison administration, with the 
extra session and consequent tax of more 
than a half-million dollars upon the people 
of the State- 


The Independent Republicans, whose op- 


position to the regular nominees of their 
party eight years ago elected Pattison, do 
not desire it.' Almost without exception, all 
who were particularly prominent in that 
movement have declared their preference 
for Delamater in terms not to be misunder- 
stood or misinterpreted. 


The general feeling of disappointment at 


the failure of the Pattison administration 


(for 
it was confined to no party) is yet fresh 


in the public mind. Tbe demagogy of Pat- 
tison touching the Constitution was parallel 
to that of certain party leaders at the outset 
of the war, who talked loudly of saving that 
instrument even if the Union should fall to 
pieces. 


The keynote of the Pattison regime was 


bitter partisanship, adherence to Free-Trade 
ideas and ostracism of all, even within his 
own party, who favored protection to Amer- 
ican industries. The old Committee of One 
Hundred, who did so much towards making 
Pattison Controller and Governor, are natur- 
ally against him now, having experienced 
the hollowness of bin professions of devotion 
to reform. 


To place again in power the man who in- 


augurated an era of political demagogy in 
Pennsylvania would be an act of folly which 
the voters of the State are not likely to per- 
mit. Partisanship pervaded nearly every 
performance of his administration, including 
his vetoes. The principles of the Democrat- 
ic party are obnoxious to a large majority of 
•voters. As personified in Mr. Pattison they 
are weighted down by aT four years'record 
that insures their rejection—Norristowu 
Herald.

The 
other author was a trifle more fortunate 
in thnt his novel reached a sale of 2,000, all 
but five copies. Like the first he received 
a 10 par cent, royalty o»ly after the first 
thousand copies. Unfortunately, he bought 
so m.-iny copies of his books for friends 
that, when his publisher's statement came, 
It showedacredit in his favor of just »39.50.

sively with this material.—Scribner's.

through, the fortified gates into the fati- 
bouigs, but it is mainly within their an- 
tique limits that I he old houses are found 
today, by hundreds, from the Bastille to the 
Louvre, and from tbe Boulevard St. Denis 
to St. Germain des Pres. They are easily 
recognizable, for they thrust themselves 
out at the girdle like the ladies and gcutle- 
men who wore the wadded gowns and 
doublets of 1637.-E. H. aud E. W. Blash- 
neld in Scribner's.

papers. He possesses a complete set of the 
"signers," fifty-two of which are autograph 
letters signed. He also has a second set 
under way, which is complete with the ex- 
:eption of the rare signature of Thomas 
Lynch, Jr. But one original letter af 
Lymch's Is known to exist today, and it is 
owned by the eminent New York physi- 
cian, Dr. Thomas Emmet. 


Dr. Emmet estimates the cost of this let- 


ter to him at $700. The majority of Mr. 
Jratz's autograph letters are remarkably 
Ine, both as regards their condition and 
text. He owns a set of autographs of the 
members of the old congress, which, if not 
complete, are very full, and a complete set 
of autograph letters of the generals of the 
revolution, the majority of which are auto- 
graph letters signed. Besides these Mr. 
irati possesses a general collection ol an- 
iographs embracing between 85,000 and 
0,000 specimens, not only American but 
foreign, ancient and modern.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 


Florida1* Cabbage Tree. 


One of the most peculiar trees in Florida 
s the cabbage tree. 'It is one of the most 
valuable of Florida's products. Just why 
t should be called cabbage I do not know, 
unless it is that the long, straight trunk, 
urmounted by a cluster of leaves, resem- 
1 'les somewhat a seedling cabbage plant. 


The tree, in fact, belongs to the palmetto 
amily. It grows to a height varying 
from twenty to forty feet, and there is 
caqcely an inch difference in the diameter 
from the roots up to the leaves. 


The leaves, or bayonets, all grow in a 
luster at the .top.. The wood is very porous '

The Corporation and the Bats. 


It is calculated that 8,000 rats have been 


killed during one week at the Birmingham 
Market hall, and the slain have been found 
every where,under stalls, in poultry baskets 
and flower pots, and even in the open 
streets. A provision merchant in Philip 
street opened his doors the other morning 
and found thirty-one rats lying dead near 
to a butter tub, in which there was water.
